Gives  fugitives  from  justice  arrested  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
eisco  and  delivered  to  the  authorities  of  other  counties  and  States  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1892. 

On  the  11th  day  of  May,  1891,  between  the  hours  of  11  p.  m.  and  mid- 
night, the  office  of  the  Property  Clerk  of  this  Department  was  entered  by 
three  men  and  §1,044.60  in  money,  besides  watches  and  jewelry,  taken  from 
prisoners  at  the  time  of  their  arrest,  was  stolen,  and  which  was  reported  to 
your  Honorable  Board  in  my  communication  of  the  18  May,  1891,  and  more 
fullv  set  forth  in  Schedule  "F  "  of  my  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1891.  On  November  13,  1891,  Charles  Marshall  and  Barney  Maloney 
were  apprehended  in  this  City  and  County  by  Captain  I.  W.  Lees  and  Detec- 
tives Seymour  and  Whitaker  and  charged  with  3aid  offense;  they  were  held  to 
answer  before  the  Superior  Court  on  November  17th,  and  on  their  arraign- 
ment pleaded  guilty  to  the  crime  of  burglary  in  the  first  degree  and  on 
November  20,  1891,  were  each  sentenced  to  the  State  Prison  at  San  Quentin 
for  a  term  of  5  years.  The  third  man,  one  Abe  Coakley,  a  notorious  Eastern 
crook,  escaped  and  is  now,  I  am  officially  informed,  serving  a  seven  year 
sentence  in  the  State  Prison  at  Sing  Sing,  New  York.  Very  few  of  the 
stolen  articles  were  recovered  and  none  of  the  money. 

The  total  arrests  for  the  fiscal  year,  as  shown  by  Schedule  "A,"  of  this 
report,  29,259,  represents  the  offenses  charged,  the  actual  number  of  arrests 
being  28,417  and  the  difference  (842)  is  accounted  for  by  charging  one  person 
with  several  distinct  offenses. 

The  increased  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness,  being  2542  more  than 
last  fiscal  year,  is  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  increased  number  of  officers  and 
the  U6e  of  the  patrol  wagons  and  signal  system.  It  is  not  to  be  understood 
that  15,196  persons  were  arrested  for  drunkenness  during  the  year,  for  it  is 
a  matter  of  record  that  the  same  persons  were  arrested  many  times  during 
the  year  for  this  offense. 

The  total  arrests  for  the  principal  felony  charges  do  not  show  such  a 
marked  increase  over  previous  years  as  cannot  be  accounted  for  by  the  in- 
«rea8e  of  population  and  the  increase  of  the  police  force. 


SUGGESTIONS. 
It  is  required  in  each  annual  report  that  suggestions  be  made  of  such  im- 
provements in  the  arrangement  and  addition  to  the  equipment  of  the  service 
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as  experience  has  shown  to  be  useful  and  necessary.  In  my  annual  reports 
of  previous  years  I  have  suggested  that  the  City  and  County  purchase  lots 
and  erect  thereon  Police  Station  houses,  fitted  up  with  dormitories  for  the 
accomodation  of  a  reserve  force  of  police  in  case  of  emergency.  The  Fire 
Department  station  houses  are  owned  by  the  city.  Way  not  the  Police 
Department?  In  all  large  cities  in  the  East  the  police  stations  are  city  pro- 
perty and  fitted  up  to  accommodate  all  officers  in  the  district  where  located, 
thus  giving  the  force  a  place  of  rendez-vous  where  they  can  be  concentrated 
in  cases  of  riot,  etc.,  and  kept  in  readiness  for  service  night  and  day. 

The  destruction  of  property  by  riots  which  has  occurred  fn  othor  cities, 
and  the  danger  to  which  we  have  been  exposed  from  the  like  cause,  should 
warn  us  to  use  all  reasonable  diligence  to  prevent  such  disasters. 

A  small  body  of  police  properly  drilled  and  skillfully  handled,  thrown 
suddenly  upon  incipient  rioters,  will  generally  quell  them  before  property  is 
destroyed  and  life  sacrificed,  when  by  delay  serious  and  disastrous  conse- 
quences may  follow.  A  reserve  force  could,  if  provided  with  such  accomoda- 
tions, be  kept  in  the  station  at  all  times,  except  when  sent  out  on  duty  or  for 
outdoor  drill. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  tax-payers  have  to  pay  for  property 
destroyed  by  riotous  mobs,  and  I  would  seriously  urge  that  the  reasonable 
precautionary  measures,  to  which  your  attention  is  directed,  would  be  a  very 
cheap  insurance  against  the  heavy  losses  which  may  be  incurred  by  neglect- 
ing to  take  that  care  of  the  public  interests  which  any  reasonable  person 
would  take  in  the  management  of  his  private  affairs.  This  matter  is  of  such 
a  serious  nature  that  I  deem  it  proper  to  repeat  my  recommendations  of 
previous  years,  and  urge  upon  your  Honorable  Baard  the  necessity  of  having 
proper  places  constructed  for  the  accommodation  of  officers  when  not  on  duty 
and  who  might  be  required  at  a  moment's  notice.  I  have  called  the  a  ten- 
don of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  this  matter  repeatedly  and  no  heed  has 
been  paid  to  it.  I  predict  that  we  will  have  the  experience  of  locking  the 
barn  door  after  the  horse  has  been  stolen;  several  Eastern  cities  have  had 
the  barn  door  experience. 

The  foregoing  suggestions  and  recommendations  I  shall  continue  to  make 
in  each  annual  report  as  long  as  I  am  Chief  of  this  Department  until  such 
action  is  taken  as  will  render  them  no  longer  necessary. 

The  residents  of  this  city  and  this  department  are  to  be  congratulated 
upon  the  partial  establishment  of  the  police  wagon  patrol  and  the  signal 
system.  The  first  signal  box  was  put  in  position  October  27,  1890,  for  the 
police  station  at  Seventeenth  and  Howard  streets  and  the  system  went  into 
operation  at  that  station  on  the  27th  day  of  November,  1890.  The  first 
signal  box  for  the  New  City  Hall  Police  Station  was  put  in  position  January 
7,  1891,  and  the  system  went  into  operation  January  22,  1891. 

At  the  Central  Police  Station,  Old  City  Hall,  the  first  signal  box  was  put 
in  position  February  18,  1891,  and  the  system  went  into  operation  at  this 
station  April  18,  1891. 
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At  the  Southern  Station,  827  Folsom  street,  the  first  signal  box  was  put 
in  position  January  15,  1892,  and  the  system  went  into  operation  at  this 
station  February  13,  1892,  with  49  signal  boxes  of  the  Gamewell  pattern* 
The  33  boxes  of  the  municipal  system  in  the  Seventeenth  and  Howard  District 
were  then  replaced  with  31  sigual  boxes  of  the  Gamewell  pattern,  and  the  33 
municipal  signal  boxes  were  transferred  to  the  Central  and  New  City  Hall 
circuits,  all  of  which  were  placed  in  position  by  June  6,  1892.  The  system, 
as  now  in  operation,  is  as  follows: 

Central  Police  Station,  Old  City  Hall,  46  boxes. 
New  City  Hall  Police  Station,  New  City  Hall,  34  boxes. 
Southern  District  Police  Station,  827  Folsom  street,  49  boxes. 
Seventeenth  and  Howard  Police  Station,  207  Seventeenth  street,  31  boxes, 
making  a  total  of  160  boxes  in  the  four  circuits,  equipped  with  166  telephones 
and  a  central  station  outfit  at  each  of  the  respective  stations. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  Schedule  "O  "  of  this  report,  whish  gives  in 
tabulated  form  the  service  rendered  by  this  system  during  the  past  fiscal 
year. 

The  system  should  be  further  extended  to  cover  that  portion  of  the  city 
bounded  on  the  south  by  California  street,  on  the  east  by  Taylor  street, 
north  by  the  Bay  and  on  the  west  by  Central  avenue,  with  headquarters  at 
the  North  Eud  Police  Station,  Jackson  street,  near  Polk. 

There  should  be  established  a  police  station  in  the  vicinity  of  Steinerand 
Union  or  Greenwich  streets,  as  that  district,  owing  to  the  topography  of  that 
portion  of  the  city,  the  pleasure  resorts  at  Seaside  Gardens,  Harbor  View 
Park  and  the  Presidio,  and  the  isolation  from  the  main  lines  of  street  rail- 
ways, require  special  police  protection. 

There  should  be  established  a  police  station  at  or  near  Golden  Gate  Park 
for  the  district  bounded  by  McAllister  street  on  the  North,  Fillmore  street  on 
the  east  and  "Waller  street  on  the  south. 

Tnere  should  also  be  established  a  police  station  for  the  district  bounded 
by  Thirty-first  street  on  the  north,  the  S-jan  Bruuo  Koad  on  the  east,  the  San 
Mateo  county  line  on  the  south  and  the  San  Miguel  and  Ocean  House  Koads 
on  the  west,  say  at  Ocean  View,  on  or  ne  >r  the  line  of  the  San  Francisco  and 
San  Mateo  Electric  Railway.  This  List  named  section  has  been  made  so 
easily  accessible  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  the  electric  railway  that  it 
is  becoming  the  resort  of  characters  not  desirable  to  suburban  residents,  and 
officers  on  duty  there  should  not  be  compelled  to  come  to  the  police  statioD 
at  Seventeenth  and  Howard  streets,  a  distance  of  about  5  miles,  with 
prisoners. 

I  also  renew  my  suggestions  of  previous  years  as  to  the  necessity 
of  a  mounted  patrol  for  the  outlying  districts.  Experience  has  demonstrated 
that  at  least  fifteen  mounted  officers  are  needed  to  patrol  the  districts  north 
and  south  of  Golden  Gate  Park,  the  Mission,  San  Bruno  and  Ocean  House 
Koads. 
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A  station  house  fitted  with  dormitories  for  the  men  and  stables  for  the 
horses  should  be  erected  for  this  branch  of  tbe  service. 

The  distribution  on  the  streets  and  sidewalks  of  printed  dodgers,  hand- 
bills or  circulars  should  be  prohibited  by  ordinance.  When  the  city  was  in 
its  infancy  there  was  little  or  no  objection  to  this  method  of  adveitising. 
Now  the  dodger  has  become  a  nuisance.  If  persons  who  advertise  by  this 
means  would  consider  that  as  a  rule  the  dodger  is  thrown  on  the  street  with- 
out beiDg  read  they  would  adopt  some  other  method  of  advertising;  there- 
fore they  should  not  object  to  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  prohibiting  the 
distribution  of  the  dodger.  Other  towns  in  this  State  have  such  an  ordin- 
ance. 

I  recommend  that  Section  32  of  Order  No.  1587  be  so  amended  as  to  com- 
pel the  closing  of  all  places  where  liquor  is  sold  and  music  furnished 
or  played  at  11  o'clock  p.  m.,  whether  operated  or  not,  under  a  theatiical 
license. 

I  recommend  the  repeal  of  Order  No.  1850  "Regulating  and  imposing  a 
license  on  bals  masques  or  masked  balls,"  and  that  an  ordinance  be  passed 
prohibiting  all  such  entertainments.  They  are  scenes  of  debauchery,  de- 
moralizing to  the  youth  of  both  sexes  and  a  disgrace  to  the  city. 

I  recommend  that  an  ordinance  be  passed  by  your  Honorable  Board  pro- 
hibiting the  sale  of  and  indiscriminate  use  of  fireworks  and  firecrackers  in 
any  form.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  fully  enforce  the  present  ordinance  in 
relation  thereto. 

I  recommend  that  an  ordinance  be  passed  prohibiting  all  parades  of 
whatever  nature  (excepting  funerals)  without  first  obtaining  written  permit 
therefor  from  tbe  Mayor,  and  said  permit  should  designate  the  time  and  the 
streets  over  which  said  parade  should  pass. 

I  recommend  that  an  ordinance  be  passed  prohibiting  on  streets  all  pub- 
lic meetings,  political  or  otherwise,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  permit 
from  the  Mayor,  stating  time  and  place  for  such  meeting. 

Order  No.  2055,  regulating  drivers  of  certain  vehicles,  running  and  soli- 
citing agents,  has  now  been  in  successful  operation  for  upwards  of  three 
years  and  with  good  effect  in  restraining  lawlessness  at  our  ferry  landings 
and  railroad  depots. 

To  William  S.  Barnes,  Esq.,  District  Attorney  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  I  desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  for  valuable  services  at 
all  times  rendered  this  department. 

In  conclusion  I  will  state  that  the  Department  is  efficient  and  well  dis- 
ciplined, and,  notwithstanding  the  force  is  smaller  in  proportion  than  any 
other  seaport  city  in  the  United  States,  the  preservation  of  order  and  sup- 
pression of  crime  will  compare  favorably  with  any  of  the  great  cities.
